Weare writing to oppose the inclusion of any language in the 20Cl3 omnibus spending
bill that would authorize the collection of fees by the Federal Trade Commission (FTC or
Commission) to implement its proposed amendments to the Telemarketing 5:ales Rule. Although
the goals of this request are laudable, it authorizes the FTC to conduct ne~r activities. This new
authorization must be subject to regular order and be debated in the appropriate committee of
jurisdiction, the Committee on Energy and Commerce.

The Commission's proposed language would authorize the FTC to collect fees from
telemarketers to fund a national do-not-call list. There is no question that abusive telemarketing
is a problem that should be addressed. This authorization, however, may be controversial and
the Committee on Energy and Commerce has not had an opportunity to review and appropriately
evaluate the language that would authorize this new authority. Theref"ore~ we respectfully
request that you refrain from acting on any fee collection authorization during the consideration
of the omnibus appropriations bill early next year.
